CIRCUIT COURT ABOUT OVER 



The Third Week of tie Lawrence Coart 
[tearing the End. 



Circuit court Is well toward the 
close of it* third week and 
make a final adjournment Satur- 
day. Moat of this week, as well as 
part of last, was taken up with tbe 
consideration of some of those old 
land boundary case* so trying to all 
concerned, helpless Jurors Included. 
Occasionally, however, a case would 
be sandwiched between two ancient 
musty ones, which caused (he Jury 
to look more cheerful. 

The case of William Charles 
the C. and O. railway, damages for 
personal Injury, was compromised bp, 
the payment of $150 to plaintiff. 
Cain and Thompson represented 
Charles. The noted ease of Arnold 
Perry against Oar red and Jpo. Ham- 
mond, which settled the old Cald- 
well line, aa oM patent land case, 
was won by the defendants after a 
four day'* battle. O'Neal, Garred 
and A. O. Carter represented Perry 
and Cain and Thompson and M. S. 
Burns acted for Hammond. 

The extension of the C. and O. 
•witch toward the old canning fac- 
tory was productive of several 
suit* by .the abutting property hold- 
ers tor damages. One of those, the 
Dan Blankenship case, was tried be- 
fore a Jury this week and a verdict 
for $422 dollars was rendered for 
the plaintiff. The other suits were 
continued to await the result of ap- 
peal. 



his promise to write to Postmaster 
General Burleson regarding the re- 
tention In office for four years of 
Republican postmasters in president- 
ial offices who were not commission- 
ed Immediately upon the expiration 
pf their former terms. Mr. Fields 
iwill probably take the matter up al- 
so with President Wilson. 

In his letter, Mr. Fields says In 
part: 

"There are In my district, and the 
entire country as well, postmasters 
,wbo were not recommlsstoned Im- 
mediately upon the expiration of a 
former term, but In order to main- 
tain harmony among Republican ap- 
plicant* for a given time, whereby 
some Republican candidate or can- 
didates would profit, or In general 
terms, in order to meet political ex- 
igencies, were permitted to serve for 
several months, and in some cases 
one and two years, wllthout being 
recommlsstoned. I contend that in 
•uch cases, the subsequent term be- 
gan at the expiration of the form- 
er term, regardless of whether or 
not the postmaster was reoommls- 
eloned at the expiration of the pre- 
ceding term. 

"The man who has served twelve 
years has served three terms, re- 
gardless of whether or not he has 
had two or three commissions is- 
sued to him, and regardless of the 
dates on which these—commissions 
were issued, and likewise, the man 
who has served sixteen years has 
served four full terms. There Is one 
In my district who received his first 
commission In February, 1898, and 
has served continuously ever since 
that time, but his present commis- 
sion does not expire until May 1, 
1916. If continued In office until 
the expiration of hi* present com- 
mission, he will have gained two 
years and three month* by such ma- 
nipulations a* above referred to, and 
there are many almlllar cases 
throughout the country. Their re- 
moval at the expiration of four, 
eight, twelve or sixteen years, as 
the case may be, from the date of 
their first commission, will not be 
unfair to them, and tbe precedent 
thus laid will carry with It the ef- 
fect of a fair deal, to the Demo- 
cratic party." 

A Washington dispatch says that 
Representative Fields is warning his 
fellow members from Kentucky of 
brhat he calls tbe danger that post- 
office Inspectors of the Republican 
sympathies will get them In with 
people of their district. 

Inspectors not only select fourth- 
class postmasters In cases where the 
salary of the office is less than $600 
a year, but they also have a great 
deal to aay to local postal service 
arrangements such as location of 
post offices, 

Mr. Fields says he has informa- 
tion of Instances in his district 
where Inspectors have been favoring 
Republicans and discriminating a- 
gainst Democrats. He warns all 
ocratie members of Congress to took 
out and to be on their guard. 

'The inspectors should be given 
to understand that the eyes of every 
member of Congress are on them 
and that the Congressman will not 
stand for any crooked work," he 
said. 

Mr. Fields Is trying to start a 
movement for a complete reorganisa- 
tion of the force of postofflce in- 
pectors.

MORPHINE 80LD IN KENTUCKY, 



There are 200,000 ounces of mor- 
phine sold annually in the state of 
Kentucky, declares Edward Bloom- 
field, of Louisville, attorney for the 
Kentucky Board of Pharmacy, who 
was in Lexington Monday to assist 
in the prosecution cases against va- 
rious druggists and physicians charg- 
ed with selling morphine or cocaine 
Illegally. An ounce of morphine con- 
tains 480 grains, or 1,920 doses. Dur- 
lng the year there have b«en taken 
by Kentucklans 384,000.000 doses a 
year, or 192 doses to each inhabi- 
tant of the State. The Board of 
Pharmacy will revoke the license of 
a druggist who sells morphine or 
other narcotic drugs without being 
prescribed according to law.
